The complex consists of the PAINT MOUNTAIN,
BLUFFTON, MORRELL and CHUCKY fires. The Bluffton and Paint Mountain fires
continued to burn active yesterday. Curr ent threats are to structures
near the Bluffton fire. Burnout operations are planned for today.
